I sat I and Difference in the feveral -Counties of Ireland as to the Rates 
of Fees payable on Criminal Profecutions, and the feveral other 
Matters relating thereto, before the Judges of Affize and the Chairman 
and other Juftices at Seffions, and great Mifchicf has arifen for want of 
the fame being regulated and duly afcertained : 

And whereas great Benefit would accrue from the due Reo-ulation 
thereof; ° 

06 e it therefore (lEnaai’B by the king’s MoR Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority 
of^the fame, That no other or higher Fees than thofe enumerated in the no higher 
Schedule hereinafter let forth, fhall henceforward be payable on Criminal 
Prolecutions, or any other Matter or Thing relating thereto, in any County, ThT' 
County of a City, County of a Town, or other Place in that part of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland called Ireland, to any of the icciuions. • 
Officers therein mentioned ; that is to iky.

Commifiion 
of Alfizes or Oyer and Terminer, Half the Fees that he is hereby enti- 
tled to charge on the foregoing Offences ; and in cafe the Perfon charged 
by the Indidment fhall poftpone his. Trial, he is to pay the fame him- 
lelf; and in cale the Trial fhall be poftponed by the Crown or Profe- 
cutor, then faid Half Fees are to be prefented off the County at large, 
in the fame Manner that the Fees of the Prifoners acquitted are made 
payable, as hereafter mentioned. 

To the Same, for each Perfon that fliall be ordered to enter into Recogni- 
zance, whether to attend at a fubfequent Aflizes or Commiflion, or to 
be of the Peace and good Behaviour - Seven Shillings and nine pence.

To the Same, for every Recognizance that fliall be entered into at Affizes 
or Seffions, and the Affidavits annexed^ ^ oi -n- i r 
thereto i Shilling and feven pence. 

To Same, for every other Affidavit that ffiall be fworii in Court relating to 
Crown Bufinefs One Sliiliing. 

8 And be it further Enacled by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Ferfons de- 
Clerk of the Crown, Clerk of the Peace, or any of their Deputies, Sheriff 

or Under Sheriff, Goaler or Under Goaler, or Turnkey, or Crier at 
Affizes or Seffions, or other Perfon adling under them or any of them, 
ffiall demand, take, or accept, any other or higher Fee than the Sum or 
Sums Rated and fet forth in the foregoing Schedule, for the fevcral 
Matters and Things therein contained and fpecified, or for or on account 
of any other Matter or Thing wdiatfoever relating thereto, each and every 
fuch Perfon fo offending ffiall for each and every foch Offence forfeit t!ie 
Sum of Ten Pounds Sterling, to be recovered in any of His IMajefly’s 
Courts of Record in Dublirit by Adlion of Debt, Bill, or Plaint, in which 
no Effoign, Protedliou, or Wager of Law, .or more than one Impar- 
lance, fhall be allowed, or by Civil Bill, to be heard and determined by the 
Affiflant Barriflers at the Seffions of the Peace in fuch Counties as laid 
Offences ffiall be committed. 

9 And be it further Enadled by the Authority aforefaid. That it ffiall and Grand Juries 
niay be lawful to and for the fevcral Grand Juries throughout Ireland, at Liifs'frFees 
each Affizes, to prefent for the feveral Clerks of the Crown and Clerks of in lieuofUie 
the Peace, or their Deputies, Sheriffs or Under Sheriffs, Coalers, and 

Cryers, in lieu of the Fees of fuch Perfons as ffiall be indidled, tried, ac- 
quitted, and difeharged, without Fees, at 'or between each Affizes, any 
Sum they ffiall think reafonable and fair, in lieu of fuch Fees as they have 
been heretofore accuflomed to demand and receive for the fame, not ex- 
ceeding fuch Amount as ffiall be afeertained, according to the Rates in this 
ij. A z Aa 
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Acl: allowed, by the Affidavit of fuch Clerk of the Crown, Clerk of the 
Peace, or other Officer hereinbefore mentioned, the fame to be fwora 
before the relj^edtive Judges of Affize; and which Prefentments fo made 
by the faid Grand Juries, the feveral Judges of Affize fhall and may order 
to be dated, notwithftanding any Law or Ufage to the contrary. 

Provided always, and be it Enadted by the Authority aforefaid, That in 
all and every Cafe where any Prifoner or Prilbners ffiall be acquitted on 13 
account of or by reafon of any Informality, Error, or Defedt in any Indidl- 
ment whereon any Prifoner or Prifoners ffiall be tried, no Fee whatever 
ihall be paid to or prefented by the Grand Jury for fuch Clerk of the Crown, 
Clerk of the Peace, or any of their Deputies who (hall have prepared fuch 
itiformal or erroneous Indidlment, for or on account thereof, or of any Prl- 
Ibnerthat fhall be dlfcharged therefrom, provided that the Judge of Affize, 
Chairman, or Affiitant Barrifter at Scffions, fhall certify that luch Acquittal 
■ or Acquittals was or were occafioned by Informality, want of Form, or 
other Defedt in the Tndidlment on which luch Prifoner or Prifoners was or 
were acquitted and difcharged. 

and whereas byaiiAdl of Parliament pafTsd in theParliament Ireland, 
hn^to'divi^de iu the Tliirty-fixth Year of Flis prefent Majefly, intituled, “ An Adb for 
um'Manner better and more convenient Adminiflraticui of Juftice, and for the 

prefcribcd. “ Recovery of Small Debts in a fumraary way at the Seffions of the Peace 
“ in the feveral Counties at large, within the Kingdom of Ireland, except 
“ the County of Dublin ; and for continuing and amending an Adi, Inti- 
“ tuled. An Act for the better Execution of the Law and Prefervation of 
“ the Peace within Counties at large,” It was thereby amongft other n 
Things enadted, That from and after the firft Day of June One thoufand 
feven hundred and ninety-fix, it Ihould and might be lawful to and for 
the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of the faid 
Kingdom for the Time being, by and with the Advice of the Privy 
Council, to divide each and every of the feveral Counties at lar2;e of that 
Kingdom, except the Counties of Dublin, into Two Dividons, for the Pur- 
pofe of more conveniently hearing and determining of Civil Bills only, and 
that each of fuch Dividons fliould coiidfl: of a certain Number of Baronies or 
Jdalf Baronies, or both': AND whereas in feveral Counties in that Part of the 
United Kingdom called Ireland, it has, from the local Situation and irregular 
Dividons of Ba:'onies, been found very inconvenient and diffreffing to tbe 
Inhabitants thereof, that the faid Counties fhould be divided into Didribls I 3 
by Bai'onies and Pialf Baronies only; and it would tend very much to the 
Convenience of His Majefly’s Subjects redding in many of the faid Coun- 
ties, that the fame fliould be divided into Dividons by a certain Number of 
Baronies, flalf Baronies, and Pariflies, inftead of Baronies or Half Baronies 
only; BE it therefore Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That lb much 
of the faid Adt as direds that the feveral Counties of that Part of the 
United Kingdom called Ireland fhould be divided into Two Dividons, by a 
certain Number of Baronies or Flalf Baronies, fhall be and the fame is 
hereby repealed ; and that it fhall and may be lawful, from and after the 
paffing of this prefent Adt, to and for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of that Part of the United Kingdom of Great 
,J 5 ritainand Ireland called Ireland, for the Time being, by and with the 
Advice of the Privy Council, to divide fuch of the feveral Counties of that 
Part of the United Kingdom called Ireland, as they fhall think expedient, 
for the Advantage and greater Convenience of the Inhabitants thereof, into 
Two Dividons, for the Purpofes of the faid Adt, and none other, to conlid 
of a certain Number of Baronies, Half Baronies, and Pariflies, within the 
faid Counties refpedtively, inftead of Baronies or Half Baronies only ; and 
every fuch Dividon fo to be appointed, fhall be diftinguifhed by the Names 
of fome one Barony or Half Barony of which it fhall be compofed.
